CIA, June 22.— [By the Associated 
Press.| The convention reached today 
that stage of its proceedings at which all 
interest culminated. The royal battle of 
ballots has begun. While the roll call was 
being first called the delegates were dis- 
posed to become boisterous and cheer the 
votes as announced. There was a very en- 
thusiastic outburst when California voted 
solidly for Blaine, but finally having found 
that these demonstrations were delaying 
the announcement of the result, the con- 
vention’s curiosity overcame its enthusi- 
asm, and the confusion considerably abated 
and the call proceeded in good order. 

During the day the air of the convention 
hall was full of rumors, theories and blind 
guesses. Sherman loomed up last nicht 
because of the great enthusiasm which the 
Ohio Senator provoked. There was a feel- 
ing that Sherman would wia today or not 
at all. 

The convention was called to order at 
11:06 a.m., but nothing could be done at 
once, as many seats were vacant in the dele- 
gations, and crowds were pushing their 
way to seats in the galleries. 

Chairman Estee, having completely lost 
his voice, called Senator Hiscock to the 
chair to preside over the session, which was 
formally opened with prayer by Rev. J. H. 
Worcester of Chicago. In his invocation 
he prayed that the spirit which would rule 
over the proceedings of thé convention 
would not be the spirit of narrow partisan- 
ship, but of broad patriotism. 

The convention at once proceeded to the 
call of States for balloting.

“Poker” Davis Gives Himself Up to 
the Police. 7 

The MeNevin buneo case has taken an- 
other twist, and there have been some 
further developments, but the end has not 
been reached as yet. Thursday McNevin 
swore out a complaint before Justice Taney 
against John Doe and Richard Roe, charg- 
ing them with having enticed him into a 
room and there swindling him out of $400 
by means of certain devices and imple- 


numbers thereon. This was all right as 
far as it went, but on the face of it it did 
not look as though there was much chance 
of anything coming of it, as no names were 
given, and, so far as known, no description 
of the men given. in this case, however, 
the result exceeded the most sanguine ex- 
pectations, for yesterday afternoon the no- 
torious Poker“ Davis waiked into the 
police station and asked for the Chief. He 
was shown into Mr. Cuddy’s office, when he 
told him that he had heard that he was 
wanted, and wished to surrender him- 
self. he Chief obliged him by 
putting his name on the station blot 
ter, with the charge ot em- 
bezzlement opposite it. Davis then stated 
that his case would come up before Justice 
Taney * the afternoon, when he was 
released on his own recognizance. It is 
only fair to Davis to say that he showed up 
epee at Justice Taney’s court; in fact, 
e appeared to be too anxious to get there; 
if anything, too ready to face the Justice, 
where the matter was soon fixed up, at 
least for the time being. The complaint 
was read to Davis and he was informed of 
his legal rights. He waived examination 
and the hearing was set for the 17th of 
July, bail being fixed at $800, which was 
tly given, with KR. IBilderrain of the 
st. Elmo. Hotel and Ed McGinnis, proprie- 
tor of McGinnis’s saloon, on Main street, as 
sureties, after which Davis left the court- 
room, and the matter was settled. 

On the face of this transaction “‘every- 
thing is as straight as a string.“ Every le- 
gal tormality has been observed to the let- 
ter,and an ordinary observer would see 
nothing in it out of the general run. But 
there was one little point that is likely to 
cause some rather unfavorable comment. 
It will be noticed that the hearing of the 
case has been set for the 17th day of July, 
nearly a month off. The man, McNevin, 


hardly afford to stay around the city for 
that length of time — for the trial to 
come up; nor is he under bonds for his a 
nee as a witness, but will be left 

ang about the city, open te any and all the 
pressure that the gang can bring to get him 
out of the way. The recent attempt to 
railroad the man out of the city is evidence 
enough that there is a strong combination 
at work, and with this incident in view it 
is dollars to buttons” that he will not be 
here when the case comes up, and when his 
name is called as prosecuting witness there 
will be no response, and the whole thing 
will be dismissed. 

BAKER OUT OF THE WAY. 

Thinking that perhaps Baker, the man 
who was arrested while trying to “shang- 
hai’ McNevin, had made some statement, 
which had led up to Davis’s arrest, a Times 
reporter called at the lice station to see 
what he had to say for himself. Detective 
Metzler was the first man that the reporter 
ran across, and as Baker had been nailed on 
his statement that he was not Swayne, the 
man he was personating, he asked him 
what had become of the case. Metzler said 
that he did not know, but that he believed 
he had been released. This was rather 
— 4 news, as the fellow had been 
caught in a direct lie, with a letter signed 
„William Swayne” concealed about his per- 
son, and Chief Cuddy had expressed his de- 
termination to prosecute him for forgery; 
and, thinking that there must have been 
some mistake, the reporter determined 
to interview the Chief, and find out 
what the whole thing meant. Mr. Cuddy, 
when asked as to Baker’s whereabouts, said 
that he had released him, as he was confi- 
dent that ke could not make a charge stick 
against him. He said that the letter had 
been found on Baker’s person and had not 
been delivered to MeNevin, and, for this 
reason, the charge of forgery could not be 
made to stick. hen asked if the District 
Attorney had refused to issue a complaint, 
Mr. Cuddy said that he had not, but that he 
had consulted his own lawyer, who had teld 
him that he could not make out a case, and 
that after holding Baker for something over 
24 hours he had released him. This, of 
course, was as far as the reporter could go. 
While Mr. Cuddy probably thought that ihe 
acted for the best, under legal advice, still 
he has laid himself liable to severe cr‘ticism 
as, even if the higher crime of forgery could 
not be fixed on Baker, a cha of 
vagrancy could have been made to stick, as 
he is a notorious “dope” fiend and worth- 
less character, and with the evidence 

ainst him any jndge would have held 
him, and if he had been disposed to fight 
the case, still he would have to give bonds, 
which would have insured his presence 
when wanted as a witness. As it is, how- 
ever, it has turned out to the benefit ot the 
gang, as an important witness has been 
able to slip out of the way.

BESSIE DEYO’S JAP 


ON TRIAL FOR ASSAULTING A 
LITTLE GIRL. 


He Used to Hang on the Fence and 
Watch Her Go By—Grabbed Her 
Feet and Then Out Her Throat— 
Member of the X. M. OC. A. 


Yesterday in Department No. 1 of the Su- 
perior Court, the ferocious little Jap who 
committed the unprovoked assault upon 
Bessie Deyo, some time ago, was brought 
before Judge Gardiner to stand his trial on 
the charge of assault with intent to murder. 
The whole of the morning was consumed in 
securing a jury, T. Savage, Usq., who rep- 
resented the defendant, using great precau- 
tion in the matter. By noon the following 
gentlemen had been selected to serve as 
jurymen: J. K. Brenizer, C. T. Paul, Z. I. 
Parmelee, L. H. Emerson, W. T. Myers, M. 
M. Lowenthal, W. Juenger, M. Phelan, R. 
F. Burgess, J. Barrett, A. Foster and J. N. 
Hawthorn. 

Upon court reconvening after the noon - 
day recess, the little, insignificant-looking 
defendant took his seat by the side of his 
counsel. 

BESSIE DEYO, 
the innocent victim of the Jap, occupied a 
seat in the court. Although only 13 years 
of age, she looks older, and is as tall as most 
girisofi7. She was the first witness put 
torward by the prosecution, and upon being 
sworn testified: I am 13 years of age and | 
live with my parents on Boyd street. 1 
first saw the defendant while going to 
school before the day upon which he com- 
mitted the assault. On the 23d of May, 
while on my way to the Spring-street 
school at 8:15 o’clock in the morning, I no- 
ticed the Jap watching me from where he 
was sitting on a fence on Los Angeles 
street. As I came towards him he jum 
down, and the first thing I knew was when 
he gras me by the ankle. 1 did not 
know when he wounded me, as I did not 
see any knife, nor did I see any blood. He 
was sitting ona fence between Boyd and 
Fourth streets, and was walking along as 1 
came up. When he grasped me I screamed 
for help and ran towards a teamster whom 
I saw coming up thé middie of the road. 
I went home and then discovered that 1 
ad been cut in two places; one wound 
was on my neck and one on my face. M 
dress and apron were also marked wi 
blood-stains. Dr. Wallace attended me. 
I had seen the Jap sitting on the fence on 
several occasions previous to his making 
the assault on me, and upon glancing at 
him in passing I saw that he was staring at 
me, but he never made any demonstration 
until the morning of the 23d. 

Cross-examin I was slightly timid 
upon passing the Jap on the morning of 
the assauit, having seen him there several 
times before, but 1 was not really fright- 
ened. Asa matter of fact, I cannot say for 
certain whether I was caught by the ankle 
or not. Neither did I feel the cutting until 
I was on my way home, when 1 feit some- 
thing in my mouth, and aftervard it was 
found that the woudd in my cheek had 
penetrated through, 

DR. J. P. WALLACE . 
then testified: I am a practicing physician in 
this city, and about noon on the 23d of May 1 
was called upon to attend Bessie Deyo. 1 
found a wound on the cheek extending 
through. A wound existed also on the neck 
but 1 found that it had been dressed and 1 
did not disturb it. Thelatter wound was in 
close proximity tothe arteries of the neck. 
HENRY FLEMING, 

an engineer, then testified: On the morn- 
ing of the 28d I saw Miss Bessie walking 
sharply behind the Jap, who was walking 
slowly. As she passed him I saw him put his 
hand in front and his foot behind her, and 
slash at her neck with a knife in his hand. 
1 saw her turn and shove him, and then run 
screaming toward a teamster who was u 
proaching. I jumped from the platform 
and beaded the Jap off, and told him I 
placed him under arrest for injuring the 
girl. Lasked him why he had committed 
the assault, and he replied that he hada 

inter, was mad at her and wanted to kill 


er.” hen Bessie was running along 
Los Angeles toward Fourth the Jap also 
left the sidewalk, and I saw him repeated! 


try and stick her in the side with his knife. 
I saw the knife with which the cutting was 
done, and can, I think, identify it again. 
[Knife identified and filed as evidence. 
KENT M’MILLAN, 

a young lad, then testified: I live on 
East Fifth street with my parents. On the 
morning of the cutting 1 was standing talk- 
ing with Mr. Fleming, the last witness, and 
called his attention to the Jap who was 
walking along slowly, and a little way be- 
hind we notieed Miss Bessie Deyo Walking 
quickly along. 

Witness proceeded te describe the cutting 
as already given in evidence by the pre- 
ceding witness, 

Witness continued: As I noticed the 
Jap first I did‘ not see him stoop down at 
all, but while standing erect, slash at the 
girl. I had seen the Jap sitting in the same 
— for some days before, and saw him 

rom the time | went down to that neigh- 
borhood to workin the morning until the 
time I left at night; he would ntain his 
position, sometimes getting up from where 
he was sitting to walk around. When 1 
happened to be close to the Jap when Miss 
Bessie happened around, I not that he 
eyed her closely, and I also saw the mean 
look in his eyes. 

EVA WHELAN 
testified: I live in the same house as Bessie 
Deyo, and upon her returning home in the 
morhing of the 23d of May I saw the wounds 
on her neck and check. Upon examination 
I found that the wound on the neck had left 
exposed the jugular vein. Bessie’s cloth- 
ing and hands were soiled with blood very 
much indeed,

MRS. DELO 
testified to having seen her daughter re- 
turning to the house with her hand up to 
her neck, and upon coming inside the 
house, having examined the wounds. 

The prosecution here rested their case. 

8. SAIGO 
testified: I am residing at the house of the 
Japanese Y.M.C.A. on Alameda street, and 
am one of the Executive Committee. I 
have been in this country for two and a half 
years. I am not the intimate friend of the 
defendant, but I have known him since last 
August. I have often gone into the res- 
taurant where defendant was working, and 
conversed with him more or less when I 
met him. In my opinion he is insane. 1 
have formed that opinion because one 
day coming from the restaurant a 
young lady passed, and the defendant 
said: ‘That girl is my great enemy.” Upon 
asking him why he said that, he told me 
that while in Yokohama he fell in love with 
a young girl, and she, by deserting him, 
had rendered his life miserable and desper- 
ate. I told him how foolish he was, but it 
became a matter of common talk among the 
Japanese in the city how crazy the defend- 
ant was becoming. Sometimes he seemed 
perfectly reasonable, and at other times 
would appear to be foolish and irrational. 

Cross-examined: I knew the defendant 
very well for one and a half months when 
I lived atthe Japanese lodging-house, I 
never spoke to him about Bessie Deyo until 
this morning in the dock, when I asked him 
if the girl was American or Japanese, and 
he replied laughingly that he had found out 
that she was American. 2 

Several other Japanese witnesses were 
examined for the purpose of testifying to 
the detendant’s state of mind, after which 
the defense rested. This morning argu. 
ment to the jury will be opened.

THE OOUNCIL’S LITTLE SCHEME 
WON'T GO DOWN. 


There Will Not Be a Pesthouse in 
Elysian Park, if an Injunction 
Oan Prevent It—The Sole Senti- 

ment Is Condemnation. : 


People owning property, in the vicinity 
of Elysian Park are making a vigorous pro- 
test against that pesthouse proposition. 
They say that they will not have it. The 
Council are trying to shove it down their 
throats, they say, but they are going to kick 


as long as their heads are above water. If it | peace 


comes to the scratch they will take the mat- 
ter into the courts and test the legality of 
the Council’s action. ‘They have consulted 
attorneys of prominence, and received 
opinions that once lands are dedicated for 


public parks, no municipal power can use 
them for any other purpose. 

There is but one expression from the 
people on the manner in which the Council 
carried the scheme through, and that is in- 
dignation. They consider that such pro- 
cedure is utterly beneath the dignity and 
honesty of a body of men elected to 

SERVE THE PEOPLE 
and look after the people’s interests, and 
Stamp the actas a gross betrayal of their 
trusts. In the whole city there are not half 
a hundred men who have a word of com- 
mendation for the Council. They are all 
on the other side. If the scheme bad been 
to erect the pesthouse on city lands near 
private property, the protest would have 
come from those property owners; but since 
the plan is to ruin a park, the whole city 
feels an interest in the movement, and 
hastens to array itself against it. 

The ordinance to erect the necessary 
buildings fer the Pesthouse is now in the 
hands of the Mayor for his signature, and 
that official is anything but reluctant to 
affix his all-powerful “W. H. W.“ to the 
document, and would do it instantly but 
there isa pressure brought to bear which 
His Honor don’t know what to do with.

No Result Yet. 


The convention did not get through 
with a large amount of work yesterday. 
In the forenoon ‘three ballots were 
taken without developing any note- 
worthy change in the situation. Sher- 
man, of course, was farin the lead, 
starting with 229 votes, which number 
was increased to 244 on the third bal- 
lot. Alger made a larger gain than 
any other candidate, rising from 84 on 
the first to 122 on the third 
ballot. Gresham gained 9, closing 
at 123. Blaine's vote did not 
get beyond 35, of which nearly 
half was furnished by the solid 
vote of California. At the evening 
session, which lasted less than an hour, 
Depew appeared upon the platform 
and announced his withdrawal, after 
which a motion to adjourn until this 
morning at 10 o’clock was put and car- 
ried by a considerable majority. 

There are, of course, the usual num- 
ber of rumors and speculations afloat 
in regard to the outcome of the conven- 
tion’s deliberations, but the gift of 
prophecy having died out some 
centuries ago, such speculations are 
entitled to no great weight. With 
the withdrawal of Depew the great 
question is: What will New York do? 
Sherman may certainly count upon a 
large portion of this vote, and that in 
itself may attract many other votes. 

here will be a very significant change 
in the fourth ballot, to be cast this 
morning. It may even prove decisive, 
or, if not, the final result is likely to be 
reached before evening. It is very hot 
at Chicago, and the delegates are get- 
ting anxious to be on their way home. 
A great effort will undoubtedly be 


made to avoid carrying the convention 
over Sunday. 


‘ California’s Manifest Destiny. 


Everything seems to have conspired 


this year to bring California to the 


front. The wonderful growth of the 
southern part of the State, which re- 
sembles nothing so much as the tale of 
Aladdin’s lamp, has been written up 
at great length in many of the leading 
eastern papers. The thousands of 
winter visitors who thronged the State 
last year in unprecedented numbers 
have informed their hundreds of thou- 
sands of friends throughout the length 
and breadth of the Union that the half 
had not been told them regarding the 
greatness of California. Finally, the 
real-estate boom and the climatic boom 
and the building boom have been sup- 
plemented by a political boom. The 
granting of the honor of the Vice- 
Chairmanship to“ Steve“ White at St. 
Louis was followed. by the still greater 
honor bestowed upon Mr. Estee at 
Chicago, The.open-handed hospitality 
and tireless activity of the California 
delegations at the two conventions have 
been made the subject of much com- 
ment. For the first time in her his- 
tory, California is recognized as an im- 
portant factor in the political strength 
of the Union. This fact, apart from 
he permanent advantages which jit 
will secure the State, in the shape of 
appropriations and other favors, can- 
not fail to serve as an excellent adver- 
tisement for us. Thousands of promi- 
nent citizens of the Eastern States are 
still in the habit of regarding Cali- 
fornia, in common with all that sec- 
tion of the United States west of the 
Rocky Mountains, as a comparatively 
wild and uncivilized country, which is 
not likely to exercise any great influ- 
ence upon the destiniesof the Union 

uring the present century. The un- 
expected prominence given to Cali- 
fornia representatives will come to 
such men in the nature of a revelation 
of the wonderful imperium in imperw 
which has been growing up on the Pa- 
cific Slope while they slumbered. 

It is, however, not very wonderful 
that people who live on the other side 
of this great continent should fail to 
realize the present and prospective im- 
portance of our growing State, when 
so few of our own people have but a 
very imperfect conception of the future 
in store for us. Suppose the State 
of California, 700 miles in length 
by about 250 in breadth. were 
transferred to the Atlantic Coast, on 
the same latitude which it now occu- 
pies. It would extend from New York 
to the southern boundary of South Car- 
olina, taking in New York, Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington, 
Richmond, Charleston, and scores of 
other cities, less important than those 
mentioned, but. yet larger than any 
California cities outside of San Fran- 
cisco. Whata wonderful aggregation 
of wealth, population and resources ex- 
ists within this area on the Atlantic 
Coast! In this State we have yet 
greater resources. It is but a question 
of time—and not such a very long time 
—when our population and wealth will 
also be greater. Occasionally, in the 
course of a florid speech, a California 
orator will express the opinion that 
California willone day be the leading 
State in the Union. Neither the

many more, as the advertisements say 
oo numerous too mention,“ the bold- 
ness lies not in the asserting, but in 
the denying that the natural westward 
trend of population, the exceptional 
immigration of health and home- 
seekers to so peculiarly favored a sec- 
tion, and the natural increase of our 
population, will, within a quarter of a 
century, place California in the proud 
position of the banner State of the 
Union. 


Presidential and Vice-Presidential Personal 
| Habits. 


Mayor Hewitt, not coutent with keep- 
ing New York in a turmoil with his per- 
sonal and epistolary row, bas fired a 
dynamite shell into Mr. Cleveland. 
Here it is: 

Some weeks after the election of 1884 I 
was summoned to Albany by Mr. Cleve- 
land. He told me he was thinking over 
various nomes which had been presented to 
him for Cabinet places, and he asked me if 
1 had any names to suggest. I said: ‘Mr. 
President, the man whom you should place 
at the head of your Cabinet is Allen G. 
Thurman,” Cleveland’s reply was, Ile is 
too old.” I said, “No, he is not too old; 
Thurman is good for 20 years, and besides, 
his mental faculties are unimpaired.” 
Cleveland then said: “But his habits are 
bad.” My response to that extraordinary 
statement was: “Mr. President, if you 
think that, why don’t you send somebody to 
Columbus to find out what Mr. Thurman’s 
personal habits are?“ and to my surprise he 
said, “I Will do so.“ And he actually sent 
a detective to find out 1f Allen G. Thurman 
ever took a drink of whisky or not. Things 
have changed since 1884. 


On the above the Louisville Com- 
mercial comments: 
“Mayor Hewitt has no doubt told 


ence to Mr. Thurman in print, at this 
time, when he is being commended for 
selecting so able and admirable a Dem- 
ocrat as ‘the Old Roman’ for his run- 
ning mate. Perhaps the President re- 
grets his action of four years ago, and 
thought to quietly do penance for it. 
How can he, no less than Mr. Thur- 
man, escape the embarrassment of the 
situation? What acomplication would

The People has. been frankly, in the 
way of journalism, telling the truth 
about the sentiments of Indiana Dem- 
ocrats on the nomination of Thurman. 
Here is one of the gems of candor to 
begin with:

Gray, taking his cue from ex- 
Senator Joe McDonald, who was doing cll 
he could in order that the (iovernor should 
not become the candidate for the Vice-Pres- 
idency. Under these circumstances Dick 
Bright had no business to be sergeant-at- 
arms. 

“Uncle Joe and his right bower may 
have secured a temporary triumph, bout 
there will bea terrible reaction after next 
November, when it is discovered that the 
work of the St. Louis Couvention has 
buried the Democratic party, fur, to speak 
candidly, we verily believe that it is doomed 
to defeat.

Thurman had captured the convention from 
the start, and gained the day over Gray by 
an overwhelming majority. Thus the con- 
vention gave up a certainty—in the nom- 
ination of Gray—for an almost certain de- 
feat in the nomination of Thurman for the 
Vice-Presidency. The St. Louis Conven- 
tion incontinently damned itself.”

Fred Douglass Amuses the Audience 
Fitch's Dismal Failure. 

CMA, June 22.— [By the Associated 
Press.] After the excitement commenced 
there was a grand mixed cry of “Blaine,” 
“Alger,” “Sherman,” “Allison,” and other 
indistinct utterances, impossible to re- 
cognize, It was noticeable that many of 
the delegates, particularly some of those 
from Kansas, Maryland, Maine, Ohio, 
Massachusetts, Indiana and Pennsylvania 
left their seats evidently to leave the hall. 
A large banner with Blaine and protec- 
tion” upon it was lifted up from the seats 
of the California delegation, and its ex- 
hibition was largely cheered. This flag 
was held up by M. H. de Young and Henry 
T. Gage of California. During all this, 
many ladies in the gallery enthusiastically 
waved United States flags. Some en- 
thusiastic cheerers for Blaine attempted to 
bring up to the platform the banner con- 
taining the words Blaine and protection,” 
but it was carried back again. After the 
excitement had run for about eight minutes, 
the secretarv with his gavel endeavored to 
bring tne meeting to order. While this 
was going on, Fred Douglass had taken the 
chair, but in a moment or two had left it, 
and Fitch of California sat in it. However, 
there were repeated cries for Douglass. 

Mr. Douglass, upon taking the chair, then 
addressed the excited assemblage as fol- 
lows: 

“Fellow-citizens: I rise to say that | am 
able tu promise that you shall have a recita- 
tion quite worth hearing, by Mr. Pope.

by the mightiest popular voice that has 
found utterance since the dead hero of Ap- 
pomattox last listened to it.

The lights were immediately put out and 
the large audience dispersed; but Fred 
Douglass, probably having been given to 
night schools in his early days, amused him- 
self in the dark by writing 8 and 
giving them to hundreds in the audience.

A NIGHT OF CAUCUSES AND COM- 
BINATIONS. 


Harrison Said to Gave an Even 
Chance of Winning — The Blaine 
Managers Show Their Hand—A 
Variety of Rumors. 


CM June 22.— [By the Associated 
Press.] The sensation of the day was the 
withdrawal from the contest of Chauncey 
M. Depew, and the decision of the New 
York delegation to support ex-Senator 
Harrison for President. It has for some 
days been apparent that Depew could not 
hope for the nomination, and be bas been 
teeling . considerably chagrined that he 
should have been led into the mistake of 
allowing his name tobe presented. After 
three ballots in the first session of the con- 
vention today, ballots which in but a small 
measure varied from the complimentary 
status, Depew requested the remaining 
three delegates-at-large from New York to 
meet him in council, To them be an- 
nounced his decision to retire, and the four 
delegates and leaders at once endeavored 
to revive the original policy of the New 
York delegation and choose a man to re 
ceive the substantially solid support of the 
State. Senator Hiscock has deen rather 
favorable to Allison, his Senatorial col- 
leauge. Platt bas favored Alger. Miller 
bas been a Sherman man. Depew has had 
no second choice, and the three other dele- 
gates agreed to cast their influence for the 
man whom Depew might name. Following 
out this programme, an effort is first to be 
made to nominate Harrison. Depew se 
lected the Indiana man, and after Depew 
had formally withdrawn the New York 
delegation decided by a vote of. 65 to7 to 
follow his leadership. Much excitement 
prevailed upon this decision becoming 
known, and Harrison’s nomination atthe 
evening session was fully predicted. But 
while the cup of victory appeared to be 
theirs and close to Harrison’s lips maneuvers 
interfered, and for the time being at least 
dashed itaway. Friends of all other candi- 
dates united in forcing an adjournment, 
thus preventing — and, at the same 
ume.

This tactiéal victory for the 
opposition established the fact that Harri- 
son has not a majority of the convention,

friends of Blaine has been, and is, to pre- 
vent the making of any nomination, thus 
bringing on a deadlock and the pos- 
sibility ot Blaine. The programme, as 
outlined last night, was that early in the 
balloting Sherman was to have his chance 
for nomination; and failing, was to fall 
back beaten. Then Harrison was to have 
his turn. When in today’s balloting Indiana, 
which the Harrison managers had claimed 
as unanimous, gave Gresham one vote on 
the first and two on the second, and 
Gresham had a larger number than Har- 
rison, standing next to Sherman, the belief 
was general that Harrison hada been de- 
feated, as well as Sherman, and that Alli- 
son would be next to be taken up. But 
Depew’s action gave unexpected force 
to the Harrison movement. It is 
— however, that the friends ot 
Blaine in the New England States joined 
Maine, Arkansas and California in voting 
„yea“ unanimously on the adjournment 
question. This means that the influences 
closest to Blaine, excepting Elkins, do not 
intend to permit the nomination of Harri- 
son if they can prevent it. The vote on 
adjournment shows Harrison’s strength to 
and the question is whether he 
can get the 140 votes still needed. Twelve 
Illinois delegates voted against adjourn- 
ment, indicating that there is a defection 
from Gresham in the State which shows 
itself on tactical ballots rather than in open 
revolt. Wisconsin has joined the Harrison 
combination. 

At midnight dozens of conferences are 
being held. Little will be known concern- 
ing the results till the convention meets in 
the morning. Much of the success of the 
Harrison movement depends largely upon 
the position Senator Quay takes, and his 
ability to carry votes from Pennsyivania 
with him. Mostof the Pennsylvania dele- 
gates are Blaine men, and as the distinc- 
tively Blaine States have for the first time 
shown their bands boldly, and that in oppo- 
sition to the Harrison combination, the con- 
viction is current that Harrison will not be 
nominated, 

The Ohto delegates had a meeting tonight 
and decided to stand by Sherman until 
every member of the delegation demands a 
poll. This means that while the State is 
now an unit for Sherman, individual prefer- 
ences may be exercised at any time. 

Doubtless votes will be cast for both 
Larrabee and McKinley tomorrow, with 
much the better chance of attracting atten- 
tion to the latter, who is singularly popular, 
— who is much talked about as a dark 

orse. 

A of the situation is to the 
effect that Harrison has about an even 
chance to win. It Pennsylvania does not 
come to his assistance, and the Sherman 
strength of the South holds aloof, he will 
be defeated in a few ballots. Then Allison 
is to be taken up, and if he cannot win, the 
nomination of Blaine may be expected, 
mp | after a conference with represent- 
atives of the candidates. 

There are renewed rumors of unauthor- 
ized expressions from Blaine of his willing- 
ness to accept. Unless Harrison should be 
nominated tomorrow morning, the conven- 
tion will 1 rest till Monday. Ever 
delay increases the probability of Blaine’s 
nomination. 


DEPEW’S REASONS. 
Why He 


Will Withdraw from the 
Presidentiai Race. 

CHICAGO, June 22.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Chauncey M. Depew was seen 
after the convention tonight and asked his 
reasons for withdrawing. Before replying 
directly Mr. Depew spoke of New York and 
its peculiar position politically. “There 
is he added, in New York an undertone 
of indignant feeling against Cleveland. 
This feeling can be utilized only by 
a citizen of New York, one who 
has the confidence of the business classes 
from long connection with them and resi- 
dence among them. It is a feeling which 
with a cantidate in whom they have confi- 
dence and felt sure they would succeed and 
carry the State, they would strike, and 
strike to kill. I am in the employ of a rail- 
road of which Iam president. We have 
30,000 men, 20,000 of them are Democrats, 
and every man of them would vote for me. 
Why? Because ever since my presidency 
the office door has been * always to any 
employé of the road. e charge that as 
a railroad man I am not to be trusted; 
that, having worked for a salary for a rail- 
road company—for 1 don’t own one thou- 
sandth part of 1 per cent. of the properties 1 
manage—I have me so imbued with de- 
votion for them that when I quit them and 
work and salary ceases, I will continue to 
favor them im every — wal to the 
detriment of the public seryice. That is the 
charge. It means that the railroad men of 
the country are to be disfranchised; that to 
be a railroad man is a bar to public 
service; that railroad men are not to 
be trusted, and that they are to be 
denied the right belonging to the humblest 
citizen in the land. Kepresentatives of 
five Western States came to me this after- 
noon after the convention. They told me 
that my nomination would bea very serious 
thing to the Republican party in Kan 
lowa, Nebraska and Wisconsin. They tol 
me it would permanently endanger the Re- 
publican party in these States, perhaps 
disrupt it, because 1 was a railroad 
man; that it would identify the Republican 
party with railroad monopolists; that asa 
consequence the members of Cengress, 
State officers, local officers and electors 
would be defeated. They said it would 
permanently endanger the party. They 
were sincere in what they said. Some of 
them were sorry thatit wasso. They said 
it was a sentiment to be stamped out, but 
tbat five months of acampaign was not 
enough to do it in. I said, very well, I will 
not be a candidate.”

A CURIOUS CASE. 


Litigation Growing Out of a Tragedy 
of Long Ago. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 22.—[By the Asso- 
siated Press.] The Supreme Court affirmed 
the decision of the lower court in the case 
‘of Hollister vs. Cordero. On January 9, 
1964, G. W. Corliss and his wife, Lvcretia, 


were murdered in their house on the Las 


Cruces ranch, in Santa Barbara county, and 
the house was set on fire. Plaintiffs brought 
suit to have the property of the deceased 
partitioned, as it was the community prop 
erty of deceased. The rights of the parties 
0 the suit depended upon which of the de- 


eased was first to die. Plaintiffs claimed 


hat the wife survived her husband, and 
hus under the law inherited one-half of 
he property. The court below, however, 
ound that the husband survived the wite, 
ind gave judgment for defendants. Plain- 
iffs claimed that the evidence showed that 
the husband was first killed and that the wife 
was then pursued, killed and dragged into 
she house, which was afterward sst on fire. 
The Supreme Court, on tie contrary, is of 


the opinion that their is not sufficient evi- 


dence to determine which of the two died 
first, but affirmed the decision already ren- 
dered in favor of defendants. Under that 
section of the code which states that when 
two persons of different sexes perish under 
such circumstances, that it cannot be de- 
termined which died first, ihe male shall be 
presumed to have survived the longer,

In the death of the German Em- 
interesting from 

th political, personal and ethical 
point of view—an unusual amount of 
attention gathers around not only the 
character about to come prominently 
upon the scene, but others also whom 
the event will withdraw from direct 
public notice. First among these later 
comes the ex-Empress Victuria, mother 
of the young sovereign.

As a young wife, in the summer of 
1866, during the short, sharp struggle 
with Austria, and a few years later, in 
1870-71, when the yet more awful 
scenes of the Franco-Prussian war 
were being enacted, she shared the 
anxiety and celebrity of her husband’s 
personal dangers and triumphs. 

His genius as a military leader—con- 
sidered equal to that of Gen. Grant— 
combined with his liberal, humane 
views and extreme popularity, made a 
long and brilliant reign the sequence 
most naturally to be e ted. 

Gifted: with an uncommon weight of 
intellect for a woman, and fitted in 
every sense as a helpmeet for her hus- 
band in his desire to encourage the 
literary, scientific and artistic advance- 
ment of Germany, what anticipation 
more likely to be realized than that 
when he should succeed to the imperial 
dignity her ability would meet with 
only widely extended scope. 

But it was not to be. She has stepped 
upon a higher platform still, however.

But when Henry 
Martz, the defendant,was placed on the 
stand he swore that he applied to Dun- 
lap, Deputy District Attorney, before 
he commttted the act for which he was 
arrested, and informed him what he 
proposed to do that night, and that he 
anticipated trouble from the people in 
that district.
